The name "eczema," or derma- 


titis verienata, is confined 
to 
a 


definite group of skin conditions 
caused by something with which 
the skin has come in contact. It ;s 
u true inflammation of the skin; 
the 
appearance of eczema 
may 


vary all the way from a simple 
redness to blister 
formation or 


even small pus pockets. 


At first the trouble is usually 


restricted to that area of the skiu 
which has come in contact with 
the substance which 
caused 'the 


irritation. 
Later it may spread 


somewhat, though 
it 
is usually 


worst on such parts of the body 
as the hands, face or legs, which 
are most often exposed to irritat- 
ing substances. Burning and itch- 
ing of the skin is characteristic 
and at times this can be so severe 
as to cause other changes of 
Ihe 


skin as a result of scratching. 


Has Many Causes 
Almost anything 
can cause ec- 


y.erna. Plants are common sources 
of eczema. -One of the most typi- 
cal examples is common poison ivy. 
Cases of eczema have been traced 
to match boxes, to the ink of the 
comic strips, and to almost every 
substance1 used in industry. 


The treatment of 
eczema 
is 


aimed at 
three things: 
identify 


the offending substance and take 
steps 
to 
avoid 
further 
contact, 


avoid the use on the skin of prep- 
arations 
which might make 
the 


condition worse and, of course, to 
quiet (town the inflammation and 
bring Ihe skin back to normal as 
rapidly as possible. 


Sometimes finding the cause of 


eczema is quite difficult and re- 
quires real detective ability. For 
application to the skin itself, there 
are a good many soothing prepa- 
rations which help to relieve the 
itching and sliced nature's recov- 
ery.

cluding the adenoids and tonsils do 
contribute to 
impaired 
hearing. 


Whether removal of tonsils 
and 


adenoids would help th'j hearing, 
however, could best be decided aft- 
er careful examination by 
a spe-
